Democrats in the House Hustling to
Get Ready to Vote on

THE SPRINGER FREE WOOL BILL.

Talk Now on Tap From Noon Until Mid-
night or Thereabouts.

AN OHIO MAN IN THE DEFENSE OF WOOL

WaAsRINGTON, March 30.—The Springer
tree wool bill was denouneed in the House
of Depresentatives to-day as a conspiracy
between the cotion raisers of the South and
the wool manufacturers of the North to en-
rich themselves at the expense of the pros-
perity of the nation. This charge was
made by Representative J. D. Taylor, of
Ohio, and will doubtless be the subject of
some vigorous retorts from Damoeratie
members luter in the debate. Beyond this
utterance, which attracted general atten-
tion, the tarift discussion to-day was with-
out any unusual incidents.

epresentative Butler, of Towa, made his
maiden speech on the tariff, and although
he was sharply questioned by Mr. Ray and
other Republican mempers he maintained
himselt with eredit and nsunally found a
ready response to the unexpected queries.

1t 3= settled now that this week will elose
the genernl disen=sion on the free wool bill
At a conference of the Demoeratie members
of the Ways and Means Committee to-day it
was formally decided that general debate on
the Springer wool bill should close this
week.

Night Sessions for Tariff Debate.

In order to give as many members as
possible opportunity to discuss the tariff, it
was resolved that night sessions should be
held for the remainder of the week, and that
on Saturday a motion shonld be made to
close the general debate. Under this pro-

ramme it is oeontemplated that the wool

ill shall be taken up and passed on Mon-
dar, a tew bours probably being previously
sllowed for debate under the five-minute
rule,

Chairman Springer will himself appear
in the House on ﬁouda}‘, and probabiy
make the wotion to suspend the rules for
the passage of the bill. In accordance with
this programme, Mr. McMillin, immediately
after the meeting of the House, announeced
the desire of the Committee to close general
debate on Saturday, and moved that a night
session be held this evenine for the discus-
sion of the wool bill. This motion was
promptly agreed to, and there appearsa
general disposition onthe part of the Demo-
cratic members of the House to concur in
the programme of the Democratic majority
of the Ways and Means Committee and
send the free wool bill to the Senate with
the least possible delay.

Mitls' Farewell in the House,

On the floor ofthe Honse this morning,
before the hour of noon, there were but few
members, but these few congregated be-
hind the =creens on the Demoerutic side,
and tendered an informal reception to Mr.
Mills, of Texas, who to-day severed his long
g==ociation with the lower branch ol Con-
press in order to assume the toganof a
Senate. While he was congratulated on
every hand upon his promotion, the con-
gratulations were blended with earnest re-
grets that the House had lost one of its
srominent leaders, and the individual mem-
L-rs a pleasant and able eollengue.

Mr. MeMillin, of Tennesses, s'ated that
it wus the desire of the Committee on Ways
and Means to close the discussion on the
wooi bill on Saturday, and asked that ao
evening session be held to-night fo neral
debate. There was no objection, and the
House then went inte committee of the
whele, Mr. Dlonut, of Georgis, in the chair,
on the free wool bill.

The first speaker of the day was Repre-
pentative Butler, of Towa, who advocated
the passage of the free wool bill. The aim
and purpose of the political action of every
man on the floar, he said, was to secure the
geueral welfare of the country, without de-
priving the idividual of his right of life,
property and pursuit of haprine}ss. Speak-
ing in regard to the intelligence of the
American workingman, Mr. Butler was in-
terrupted by Mr. Ray, of New York, with
the query as to what bad made the Ameri-
can people intelligent

Intelligenecr and Protective Taril

“Why,"” replipd Mr. Batler, “of course
God Almighty gave us intelligence.”
[Laughter ]

“And a protective tarifl,”” was the addi-
tion susgested hy Mr. Ray, amid applause
from the Republicans and derisive laughter
from the Democrats,

“Well,” replied Mr. Butler, *if that
proposition is true—if a protective tariff
gives us intellicence—let ns put on & thoms-
and per eent tarift, and we will all be Solo-
mons " [Laughter.]

Mr. Ray suzgested that in those countries
where there was impoverished labor there
were no publie schools. The Inboring man
had 1o take their little children out of the
cradle and put them into the workshop.

Mr. Butler—And all of those countries
except one are protective tariff countries
[ Laughter. ] :

Mr. Dutler, continuing, contended that
the price of no article of consumption had
ever been decreased 1 cent by a protective
tarifl, and that protection had not resulted
in the increase of the wages of the working-
men,
trader. He was one of those Democrats who
was oot afraid to say that commercial
freedom was the best thing that any country
could demand. The ouly way fora nation
to become the center of wealth was to  be-
come the center of the world"s trade. There
ghould be no tax on trade except what was
uecessary to meet the necessities of the Goy-
ernment economically administered.

A Word for Ohio Woo! Growers,

J. I Tavlor, of Obio, speaking for the
wool growers of Ohio, strenuously opposed
tle measure. He regretted to be compelled
to call in question the integrity of the re-
port made by the majority of the Committee
on Ways and Means But the fiures in
regard 1o wool and woolen industries were
entirely inacourate and absolutely untrust-
worthy. He argued that this eountry could
produce all the wool that was needed. IF
in every Southern State the dogs counld be
killed and sheep be substituted in their
stead, the southern eection wounld be
more prosperous. The South needed
protection, Inside of ten years the South
would be demanding proteetion for its eot-
ton, as to-day the people of Obio were ask.
ing protection for their wool. He predicted
that free wool would be followed by free
woolens in this country as in England, and
that the prople would resent this conspiracy
between the cotton raisers of the South and
the wool manufacturers of the North 10 en-
rich themseives at the expense of our pros-
perity in time of peace and our independ-
ence intime of war,

He exhibited a pamphlet published by
the Ohio Democratic” Committee in 1883,
which claimed that the reduction of the
turill on wool 2or3 ecents a pound bad re-
duced the value of the sheep, the value of
the wool, and the walue of land in Ohio
£6,000,000 in a single year. He closed with
un eloguent defense of the McKinley act.

Mr. Lavton, of Ohio, favored the bill, as
did also Mr. Croshy, of Massachusetts, who
congratulated the country that under tariff
retorm a Bepublican majority of 60,000 in
Mnassachusetts had been so reduced that
Massachusetts was to-day a doubtful State.

The committee then rose and the House
took & recess until 8 o'elock.

The seat of Mr. Mills is on the
exireme right of the Democratic eide of the
chamber. It is on the second row, but it is
one of the least desirable seats in the
chamber. A numberof Mr. Mills' eoll

fn the Hoose came over to the north end of
the Capitol building, to witness the cere-
monies of his induction into his new office.
Thirty or more members of the House
lined the rear of the Democratic side of the
chamber when Mr. Mills was escorted into
the Senaie chamber by his eolleague, Bena-
tor Coke. Mr. Mills was looking in splen-
did health and in very good humor.

The ususl morning business was trans-
acied, a number of routine petitions being
presented and anumber of reports made
and bills introduced, none of them of spe-
cial importance except one by BSenator
Dolph, from the Committee on Foreign
Relations, to provide for the punishment of
violations of treaty rights of aliens. This
bill was snggested by the Italian troubles
in New Orleanslast year. The bill went on
the ealendar.

Senator Stanford, of California, then ad-
dressed the Senate in the support of the
bill introduced by him to determine the
value of & legal tender dollar.

The Indian appropristion bill having
been tnken up, the discnssion which was
begun last week on the subject of army offi-
eers being assigned to the duties of Indian
sgents was again  taken up, Mr. Pettigrew
being the first to address the Senate on the
subject.

After several reports from committees
had been received, Senntor Coke presented
the credentials of Roger Q. Mills as Senator-
elect from the Siate of Texas, and Vice
President Morton swore him in.  The new
Senator then returned to the rear of the
Senate, where he was compelled to hold a
reception, as his former associates in the
House crowded forward and caused more
confusion than §s wusual in the decorous
Senate, by extending warmly their con-
gratulations.  Minister Montt, of Chile,
also extended his good wishes,

Great Redoection In Local Rates to Sub-
urban Sations on the FPennaylvania
Eallroad.

On April 1, 1892, the Pennsylvania Rail-
rond Company will inaugurate a great re-
duetion in the rates of passenger fare be-
tween Pitisburg and suburban stations on
its main line. The oue-wany rate between
Pittsburg, Ben Venue, Shadrside, Rou
¥ast Liberty, Torrens, Dallas, Homew
Brushton and Wilkinsburg will be 10 cents,
and she excursion rate for two-day tickets
15 cents. Proportionate reductions will he
made between each of these stations and its
neizhbors.

The rate for 54 trip monthly tickets be-
tween Pittsburg, Homewood, Brushton and
Wilkinsburg will be $3.75, and the 46 trip
school ticket $2.50. The 54 trip monthly
rate between Pittsburg, Torrens and Dallas
will be $3.50, and the 46 trip school rate
8235

In sddition to theseTreductions the rates
now in force between Pittsburg and all
stations east of Wilkinsburg as far as
Greensburg will be proportionately graded.

Similar reduetions will be made on the
West Penn division between Allegheny
City, Guyasuta, and intermediate stations.

Under these conditions the comprehen-
sive suburban service mainisined by the
Pennsylvania Railroad will undoubtedly
prove more popular than ever.
